taken  during  1931,  and  the  estimated  total  popula- 
tion  for  the  City  of  Plymouth  was  208,166,  of  which  there  were 
102,266  males  and  105,900  females.  Further  details  regarding  the 
population  of  the  City  are  not  yet  available  from  the  Registrar- 
General’s  office. 

Birth-rate.  The  Birth-rate  for  the  City  during  1931  was  16.4 
per  1,000  population.  This  shows  a  slight  increase  over  the  figure 
of  last  year,  but  is  much  below  the  average  for  the  preceding  years. 
In  the  opinion  of  many  sociologists  a  declining  birth-rate  will  be 
found  to  be  of  economic  value  to  the  country. 

Death-rate.  The  Death-rate  of  Plymouth  during  the  year  was 
13.5  per  1,000  population.  This  is  an  increase  on  the  estimated 
death-rate  for  the  previous  year,  but  is  well  below  the  average  of 
the  City.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  death-rate  in  itself  is  not  a 
good  indication  of  the  health  circumstances  of  a  town,  that  it  varies 
considerably  with  the  age  of  the  population.  It  will  be  seen  on 
looking  at  chart  A  that  the  death-rate  in  Compton  ward  is  15.4 
which  is  higher  than  the  average  for  the  whole  town  ;  this  is  no 
doubt  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  there  are  many  elderly  and 
retired  people  living  in  this  area. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  year 
under  review  was  66  per  1,000  births  in  Plymouth,  which  is  a 
reasonably  low  figure  and  the  same  as  that  for  England  and  Wales, 
and  better  than  the  rate  (70  per  1,000  births)  for  the  Great  towns 
in  England.  The  chief  cause  of  a  high  infant  mortality  rate  is 
prematurity,  and  this  is  due  very  often  to  the  ill-health  of  the 
mother  before  the  child’s  birth.  Other  causes  are  infectious  diseases 
such  as  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  Diarrhoea,  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  ;  and  another  cause  of  infant  mortality  is  the  lack  of  attention 
given  to  the  young  child  by  its  mother,  especially  if  she  has  had  a 
large  number  of  children  at  frequent  intervals.  To  be  a  good  mother 
is  a  whole-time  job. 
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Chief  Causes 
of  Death. 


Tuberculosis.  Tuberculosis  or  Consumption  caused 
195  deaths  during  1931,  as  against  200  in  the 
previous  year,  which  shows  a  slight  decrease.  The 
disease  however,  when  reviewed  over  a  long  period,  is  definitely  on 
the  wane,  and,  if  it  continues  to  decline  at  the  present  rate,  it  is 
possible  that  it  may  become  in  a  hundred  years’  time  a  medical 
curiosity. 


Cancer  caused  309  deaths  in  the  year,  as  against  317  in  1930  ; 
there  is  no  reason,  however,  to  think  that  the  amount  of  Cancer  is 
diminishing,  and  indeed  it  is  one  of  the  most  important  causes  of 
death.  It  is  especially  fatal  to  persons  over  the  age  of  forty-five 
years,  as  reference  to  Table  2  will  show. 


The  Respiratory  Diseases.  Apart  from  Tuberculosis,  diseases  of 
the  respiratory  system  (Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  etc.)  killed  662 
persons,  of  whom  76  were  under  one  year  of  age.  It  should  not  be 
forgotten  by  the  public  that  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  are  infectious 
diseases,  and  that  they  are  spread  from  person  to  person  by  close 
contact  and  droplet  infection  ;  the  man  or  woman  with  a  bad  cold 
may  spread  it  broadcast  and  be  the  cause,  unknowingly,  of  much 
sickness  and  mortality  ;  and,  if  the  public  would  recognise  this  fact 
and  keep  their  colds  to  themselves,  we  should  see  a  rapid  diminution 
of  sickness  and  death  from  respiratory  diseases. 

Deaths  from  Violence.  During  the  year  there  were  no  less 
than  77  deaths  from  violence,  and  of  these  20  were  attributed  to 
street  accidents.  If  such  a  considerable  number  of  deaths  were  to 
be  caused  by  the  collapse  of  a  building,  the  sinking  of  a  ship,  or  an 
explosion  in  a  mine,  popular  indignation  would  be  very  rightly 
aroused,  but  very  little  real  interest  seems  to  be  taken  by  the  public 
in  this  disease  which  especially  would  seem  to  be  preventable. 

Maternal  Mortality.  It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  am  enabled 
to  recount  a  considerable  decrease  in  maternal  mortality  during  1931. 
There  was  one  death  during  the  year  from  Puerperal  Sepsis  and 
eight  from  other  accidents  and  diseases  of  pregnancy.  This  gives 
a  rate  of  only  2.6  per  one  thousand  total  births,  as  against  a  rate 
of  7.2  in  the  previous  year  and  4.4  for  England  and  Wales.  This 
decline  in  maternal  mortality  is  most  gratifying,  but  the  cause  of 
this  diminution  in  maternal  mortality  is  problematical.  It  is  true, 
that  during  the  year  an  intensive  campaign  in  Plymouth  was 
organised  with  the  object  of  persuading  mothers  to  seek  ante-natal 
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advice,  not  only  from  the  Council’s  maternity  centres,  but  also  from 
private  doctors,  and  there  was  a  considerable  response  to  our  appeal. 
I  cannot  however  believe,  although  I  should  like  to  do  so,  that  the 
great  reduction  in  maternal  mortality  was  due  to  our  unaided 
efforts  ;  probably  some  other  cause  was  operative,  but  we  have  no 
information  about  that. 


Old  Age  accounted  for  the  deaths  of  202  persons  aged  sixty-five 
and  upwards,  apart  from  any  disease.  As  the  science  of  preventive 
medicine  becomes  more  complete  it  is  reasonable  to  think  that  old 
age  may  in  the  future  become  a  more  common  cause  of  death. 
Already  during  the  last  half-century  the  expectation  of  life  has  been 
increased  by  ten  years  ;  in  other  words,  a  child  born  to-day  can 
reasonably  expect  to  live  ten  years  longer  than  if  he  had  been  born 
a  half-century  ago.  The  expectation  of  life  is  slowly  but  surely 
increasing,  and  this  is  largely  due  to  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
departments  throughout  the  kingdom. 

I  have  little  to  add  to  my  previous  detailed  reports 

CWldr  Welfare*  011  subject  of  our  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

services.  The  work  has  continued  steadily  through¬ 
out  the  year,  and  an  additional  centre  was  opened  at  the  City 
Hospital  as  an  ante-natal  clinic.

School  Medical 
Service. 


The  number  of  children  on  the  registers  of  ele¬ 
mentary  schools  was  30,011,  and  the  average 
attendance  was  26,586.  For  full  details  of  the 
organisation  and  administration  of  the  School  Medical  Service  at 
Plymouth  the  reader  is  referred  to  my  very  full  reports  of  last  year 
and  of  previous  years. 


During  the  year  a  start  was  made  in  the  infant  schools  of  the 
town  in  the  immunisation  of  children  against  Diphtheria,  and  no 
less  than  784  of  these  immunisations  were  done  ;  the  work  is  still 
continuing,  as  it  is  also  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  centres, 
where  498  children  were  immunised.  The  response  of  the  parents 
to  this  new  service  has  on  the  whole  been  good  and  about  25  per  cent 
of  the  entrants  to  elementary  schools  were  immunised  during  the  year. 


It  is  not  generally  known  to  the  public  that  a  large  amount 
of  home  visiting  is  done  by  the  School  nurses  in  the  children’s  homes. 
During  the  year  8,998  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the 
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following  up  of  defective  children  and  304  visits  regarding  dirty  or 
verminous  children  ;  in  addition  the  nurses  visited  788  homes  for 
the  purpose  of  swabbing  Diphtheria  contacts. 

The  service  has  been  extended  during  the  year  by  the  provision 
of  a  fourth  dental  clinic,  which  was  opened  at  North  Prospect  School 
on  September  1st,  and  is  worked  by  an  additional  lady  dentist  and 
nurse  on  the  same  lines  as  the  other  clinics  ;  this  brings  eight  more 
schools  under  the  care  of  the  dentists,  and  there  are  only  eleven 
elementary  schools  for  which  no  dental  provision  is  made. 

The  Aural  clinic  has  been  working  well  during  the  year,  and 
children  with  chronic  diseased  ears  are  treated  there  by  Ionisation, 
the  results  of  which  on  the  whole  are  good. 


Infectious 

Diseases. 


Further  details  regarding  the  School  Medical  Service  are  given 
in  Tables,  18-28. 

During  the  year  2692  cases  of  infectious  disease 
were  notified  to  the  Health  Department  as  against 
3,221  in  the  previous  year.  There  has  been  a 
general  decline,  but  not  a  very  large  one,  in  the  amount  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Chicken-pox,  and  I  am  hoping  that  this 
diminution  of  infectious  disease  will  be  continued  during  1932  and 
subsequent  years.  The  type  of  Scarlet  Fever  prevailing  in  the  town 
was  very  mild  ;  for  out  of  700  notified  cases  there  were  only  three 
deaths.  Diphtheria,  on  the  other  hand,  continued  to  be  severe, 
though  not  so  fatal,  as  last  year  ;  for  out  of  367  cases  there  were 
seventeen  deaths. 


No  case  of  Smallpox  was  notified,  and  there  were  only  five  cases 
of  Enteric  Fever,  of  whom  none  died. 


The  opening  of  the  extension  to  Swilly  Hospital  during  the 
year  has  given  the  city  adequate  and  modern  accommodation  for 
all  classes  of  infectious  disease,  and  the  provision  of  twenty  beds  in 
cubicles  has  been  of  immense  advantage  already  in  preventing 
cross  infection,  and  in  securing  the  isolation  of  patients  who  could 
not  properly  be  admitted  to  the  ordinary  large  hospital  wards  ;  the 
city  has  to  be  congratulated  on  its  foresight  in  establishing  this 
modern  hospital.

There  has  been  no  extension  of  this  service  during 
the  year,  and  the  amount  of  venereal  disease  in

Syphilis  in  Plymouth,  but  a  considerable  amount  of  Gonorrhoea, 
which  shows  no  decline  in  its  incidence. 


Tuberculosis. 


Full  details  of  the  organisation  of  our  Tuberculosis 
services  have  been  given  in  previous  reports,  and 
there  is  little  for  me  to  add  to  this. 


Tuberculosis  Dispensary.  The  work  continues  here  as  formerly, 
and  full  use  is  made  of  the  services  of  the  Dental  Surgery  and  of  the 
X-ray  plant.  Both  of  these  are  essential  for  the  proper  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 


Didworthy  Sanatorium.  During  the  year  a  new  block  for  girls 
was  opened  at  the  Sanatorium,  and  provides  modern  and  decent 
accommodation  in  place  of  the  previous  old  and  insanitary  sheds. 
The  Hospital  now  contains  100  beds  and  still  continues  to  receive 
early  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  men,  women  and  children.  When 
finally  an  X-ray  plant  is  provided  at  Didworthy  Sanatorium  we  shall 
justly  be  able  to  claim  that  this  institution  is  one  of  the  most 
complete  in  the  kingdom.  In  spite  of  the  absence  of  an  X-ray  plant, 
it  has  been  found  possible  to  treat  a  few  patients  at  Didworthy  by 
means  of  artificial  Pneumo-thorax.  Other  patients  are  treated  with 
Sanocrysin  and  Tuberculin  injections.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  Did¬ 
worthy  has  been  a  happy  and  pleasant  institution  during  the  year, 
and  that  the  patients  in  it  have  derived  great  benefit  from  their 
treatment. 

When  the  grid  system  of  electricity,  which  will  pass  through 
South  Brent,  is  in  working  order,  I  hope  that  the  Council  may  be 
able  to  make  use  of  this  supply  of  electricity  at  Didworthy. 

Udal  Torre  Sanatorium.  No  changes  of  any  note  have  taken 
place  at  Udal  Torre  Sanatorium  during  the  year.  It  is  hoped 
during  the  next  few  months  to  close  this  institution  and  to  transfer 
the  forty  cases  of  intermediate  and  advanced  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  in  males  to  the  Sanatorium  at  Mount  Gold. 

S willy  Isolation  Hospital.  During  the  year  there  have  been 
twenty  beds  reserved  for  women  with  intermediate  and  advanced 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  at  this  hospital,  and  it  is  hoped  that  before 
long  these  will  have  been  transferred  to  the  Sanatorium  at  Mount 
Gold. 

Mount  Gold  Hospital.  The  old  fever  hospital  at  Mount  Gold 
is  being  transformed  into  a  Sanatorium  for  the  treatment  of  forty 
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cases  of  intermediate  and  advanced  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  men 
and  forty  cases  of  the  same  disease  in  women.  In  spite  of  the  fact 
that  the  contractors  have  been  engaged  in  altering  and  renovating 
the  old  fever  hospital  buildings,  it  has  been  found  possible  to 
accommodate  about  twenty  women  with  Tuberculosis  at  Mount  Gold 
during  the  latter  half  of  1931. 

When  the  alterations  at  the  old  fever  hospital  are  completed 
it  will  then  become  the  Hospital  sanatorium  for  the  treatment  of 
all  cases  of  intermediate  and  advanced  Tuberculosis.  The  hospital 
re-organisation  scheme  has  been  under  the  consideration  of  the  City 
Council  for  several  years,  and  at  last  it  is  nearing  completion  ;  for 
on  the  land  adjacent  to  the  Mount  Gold  Sanatorium  there  is  now 
being  built  an  Orthopaedic  Hospital  for  the  reception  of  120  cripples  ; 
this  hospital  will  be  completed  during  the  Autumn  and  should  be 
opened  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

I  have  pointed  out  in  previous  reports  how  desirable  it  is  to 
treat  our  cripples  at  home,  rather  than  to  scatter  them  throughout 
orthopaedic  hospitals  over  the  country,  and  there  is  every  reason  to 
believe  that  our  Cripples’  Hospital  will,  in  the  future,  be  a  great 
success  and  will  fully  meet  a  popular  demand. 

City  Hospital.  Work  at  the  City  Hospital  has 
Service^°Spltal  continued  uninterruptedly  during  the  year,  and 

the  need  for  this  institution  has  been  demonstrated 
by  the  fact  that  it  is  very  fully  patronised  and  that  waiting  lists 
of  patients  for  admission  to  other  general  hospitals  in  the  City  have 
been  largely  reduced.  People  who  are  sick  in  Plymouth  can  now 
obtain  prompt  and  specialist  treatment  without  delay  in  the  City 
Hospital,  which  the  Council  so  wisely  established  in  1929.  It  was 
thought  at  that  time  by  many  of  us  that  the  old  stigma  of  the  Poor 
Law  would  remain  gloomily  over  the  institution,  but  this  has  not 
proved  to  be  so  ;  indeed,  after  the  hospital  had  been  working  for 
only  a  few  months  it  was  evident  that  the  Poor  Law  atmosphere 
had  departed.  The  City  Hospital  is  now  in  all  senses  a  General 
Hospital  and  looks  after  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  sick  persons. 

Evidently  it  was  found  necessary  to  do  very  much  in  the  way 
of  repair  and  decorative  work  in  order  to  make  the  old  Poor  Law 
buildings  modern  and  suited  to  their  new  purpose,  but  most  of  this 
work  has  now  been  accomplished  ;  I  would,  however,  again  stress 
the  necessity  for  a  proper  home  for  nurses.  Their  present  accom- 
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modation  is  insufficient  and  unsuitable,  consisting  mainly  of  dormi¬ 
tories  in  an  old  and  decaying  building.  Nurses  are  very  hard 
working  people,  and  their  health  and  efficiency  is  likely  to  suffer 
unless  they  are  well  housed.  I  hope  that  the  Council  will  seriously 
consider  in  the  near  future  the  provision  at  the  City  Hospital  of  a 
modern  and  healthy  home  for  the  nursing  staff. 

Lee  Mill  Hospital.  This  has  not  been  opened  during  the  year 
as  no  case  of  Smallpox  has  been  notified. 

In  previous  reports  considerable  space  has  been

given  to  the  consideration  of  the  Port  Sanitary 

services,  and  further  details  regarding  the  work  in  1931  will  be 

found  in  Tables  29-45. 

During  the  year  a  new  motor  cruiser  to  replace  the  launch 
“  Clytie  "  was  purchased,  and  has  proved  very  satisfactory  and 
seaworthy.  The  old  vessel  could  hardly  be  used  on  certain  days 
in  the  year,  and  therefore  the  work  of  the  Port  Medical  officers  was 
hindered  ;  the  new  boat  however  has  proved  of  great  value. 

Unfortunately  during  1931  there  has  been  considerable  sickness 
among  the  staff  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Department,  and  this  has 
entailed  much  extra  overtime  work  falling  on  other  members  of  the 
staff,  and  it  has  been  found  difficult  occasionally  to  maintain  fully 
the  Port  Medical  Service. 

Details  regarding  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  In¬ 
spectors  are  given  in  Tables  12-16. 

Details  regarding  the  work  of  the  Housing  Depart¬ 
ment  are  given  in  Table  17. 

The  usual  work  of  taking  samples  in  order  to  assure 
the  purity  of  the  food  supply  of  Plymouth  people 
was  continued  during  1931  as  in  previous  years. 
No  less  than  7,522  inspections  were  made  of  shops  and  carts,  and  a 
quantity  of  unsound  food  and  fish  was  destroyed.  No  less  than 
1118  samples  were  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  (Adultera¬ 
tion)  Act,  and  of  these  35  were  found  to  be  not  up  to  standard. 

In  addition  1,259  samples  of  milk  were  taken  to  see  if  they  were 
clean  or  dirty  ;  and  24  samples  of  cream  and  76  of  ice-cream.  In 
every  instance  where  these  milks  or  creams  were  found  to  contain 
dirt  the  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  retailer,  who  in  his  turn  made 
representations  to  the  wholesaler  who  supplied  him  with  the 
contaminated  product.

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During  the  year  a  large  amount  of  health  education 
Education  work  was  done  in  the  city.  Of  the  value  of  this 

there  can  be  no  doubt,  although  it  cannot  be 
expressed  in  terms  of  money.  It  is  one  of  the  duties  and  obligations 
of  a  public  health  service  to  try  to  improve  the  general  standard 
of  the  health  of  the  people,  to  prevent  ill-health  and  to  encourage 
personal  physical  well-being  among  the  inhabitants. 


The  time  has  long  since  passed  when  legislation  and  acts  of 
Parliament  were  necessary,  in  order  to  prevent  the  appalling 
sanitary  circumstances  and  gross  pollution  of  those  days  ;  and 
health  is  becoming  more  and  more  a  personal  matter,  and  the  avoid¬ 
ance  of  disease  and  disability  is  increasingly  becoming  the  duty  of 
the  individual,  rather  than  of  the  State.  The  few  pounds  which  we 
spend  ever}^  year  in  public  health  education  must  surely  have  been 
repaid  to  the  community  many  times  over  in  increased  healthiness, 
happiness  and  vitality.
